It is on this basis that President 
Woodruff has felt himself justified in 
issuing this manifesto. 

I suppose it would not be justice 
to this Conference not to say some- 
thing upon this subject; and yet 
everyone knows how delicate a sub- 
ject it is, and how difficult it is to 
2 it without saying something 
that may offend somebody. So far as 
I am concerned, I can say that of the 
men in this Church who have en- 
deavored to maintain this principle of 
plural marriage, I am one. In public 
and in private I have vowed my be- 
lief in it. I have defended it every- 


position, to issue the 
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that I considered the command was 
binding and imperative upon me. 
But a change has taken place. We 
have, in the first place, endeavored to 
show that the law which affected this 
feature of our religion was unconsti- 
tutional. We believed for years that 
the law of July 1, 1862, was in direct 
conflict with the first amendment 
to the constitution, which says that 
„Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion, or 
rohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 
e rested upon that, and for years 
continued the practice of plural marri- 
age, believing the law against it to be 
an unconstitutional one, and that we 
had the right, under the Constitution, 
to carry out this principle practically in 
our lives. So confident was I in 
relation to this view that in conversa- 
tions with President Grant, and with 
his attorney-general, ex-Senator Wil- 
liams, of Oregon, I said to them that 
if my case were not barred by the 
statute of limitations [ would be will- 
ing to have it made a test case, in 
order that the law might be tested. 
We were sustained in this view not 
only by our own interpretation of the 
amendment to the constitution, but 
also by some of the best legal minds 
in the country, who took exactly the 
same view that we did—that this law 
was an interference with religious 
rights, and that so long as our prac- 
tice did not interfere with the happi- 
ness and — of society, or of others, 
we had the right to carry out this 


principle. In fact, it is within six or 


eight months that in conversation 
with two United States Senators, 
each conversation being separate from 
the other, both of them expressed 
themselves, though not in the same 
lan to this effect: Mr. Cann 

if this feature that you practice ha 
not been associated with religion, it 
might have been tolerated ; but you 
have associated it with religion and it 
has aroused the religious sentiment of 
the nation, and that sentiment cannot 
be resisted. So far as the practice it- 
self is concerned, if you have not made 
it a part of your faith and an institu- 
tion sanctioned by reli lon, it might 
have gone along unnoticed.” I do not 


‘ 
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— exact language, but these are 
ideas that they conveyed to me. 
Now, we are very confident that this 
law was an unconstitutional one. Presi- 
dent Daniel H. Wells will remember 
how he and I tried to get a case to 
test the constitutionality of the law 


during the lifetime of President Brig- 
ham Young. We wanted to get 
Brother Erastus Snow. It is the last 


thing that we should have thought of 
to put a man like he was in the gap 
if we had not been firmly convince 

that the law was unconstitutional and 
would be declared so by the United 
States Supreme Court. We tele- 
graphed to Brother Erastus in the 
south, thinking that his case would 
not be barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. He replied to us concerning it, 
and we found that it was . 
Brother A. M. Musser proposed him- 
self, if I remember aright, to be a test 
case ; but there was a defect in his 
case. We wanted this case, whenever 
it was presented, to be presented 
fairly, that there should be no eva- 
sion about it, but that it should be a 
case that could be tested fairly before 
the courts of the country. Finally, 
Brother George Reynolds wasselected. 
I said to myself, when I learned the 
result, It is the last time that I will 


ever have anything to do with a test 


case again which will involve the 
liberty of anybody.” I was promised 
when he was sentenced, by one high 
in authority and who had the 
right to e the promise, that he 
should be released when the cir- 
cumstances were told to him; for 
—2 were laid fairly before him, 
and was told that the evidence 
was furnished by Brother Reynolds 
himself, and that everything had been 
done to make it a test case; the 
government had been aided in the 
securing of witnesses and no difficulty 
thrown in the way. Afterwards, on 
the second trial, I believe Brother 
Reynolds’ lawyers got frightened, and 
there was something occurred then 
that gave it a different appearance. 
But when the facts were related, as I 
stated, to one high in authority he 
promised me that George Reynolds 
should be pardoned. here were 


those, however, in this city who were 
determined that he should not escape, 
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imprisonment, and the prosecuti 
attorney wrote a letter which — 
the mind of this high official, as he 
afterwards told me, and he declined 
to carry out that which I had received 
as a promise. But even then there 
were circumstances connected with 
this decision that made us reluctant 
to accept it. , | 
Since that time the history of pro- 
ceedings is before you and before the 
world. We have felt as though this 
command of God was of such import- 
ance to us, involving so many serious 
consequences, that we should do all 
in our power to have the world know 
the position that we occupied. There 
may be men among us who believed 
they would be damned if they did not 
obey this, ong it as a direct 
command from God. Therefore, you 
can understand how tenaciously we 
have protested, and how vigorously 
we have endeavored, as far as we 
could, to make public our views upon 
this subject. 
I suppose there are two classes here 
to-day in this congregation—one class 
who feel to sorrow to the bottom of 
their hearts because of the necessity 
of this action that we have now taken ; 
another class who will say: Did 1 
not tell you so?” Did I not tell you 
it would come to this?” Did I not 
say to you that you ought to take ad- 
vantage of and comply with this years 
ago, instead of enduring that which 
ou have suffered since that time?’ 
here may be men here to-day who 
pride themselves on their foresight, 
and who take credit to themselves be- 
cause they foresaw, as they all 
that which we have done to-day, ond 
would lead others to believe that if 
their counsel had been adopted, if the 
views that they presented had been 
accepted by the people, it might have 
saved very serious consequences to us 
all and left us in a better position 
than that which we occupy’ to-day. 
But I, for one, differ entirely with 
this view. I believe that it was neces- 
sary that we should witness unto God, 
the eternal Father, unto the heavens 
and unto the earth, that this was 
really a principle dear to us—dearer, 
it 1 be said, in some respects, 
than life itself. We could not have 
done this had we submitted at the 


— 


time that those of whom I speak sug- 
submission. We could not 

ve left our own nation without ex- 
ouse. It might have said, Had we 
known all that you tell us now con- 
cerning this, we should have had very 
different views about this feature of 
our religion than we did have.” But 
now, after the occurrences of the past 
six years have been witnessed by this 
entire nation and by the world, and 
by God the eternal Father and the 
heavenly hosts, no one can plead as 
an excuse that they have been ignor- 
ant of our belief and the dearness of 
this principle to us. Upwards of 
thirteen hundred men have been in- 
carcerated in prison, going there for 
various terms from one or three 
months, up to years. They have gone 
there - willingly, as martyrs to this 
— making a protest that the 
eavens and the earth should bear 
record of, that they were conscientious 
in espousing this principle, and that 
it was not for sens indulgence, 
because if sensual indulgence had been 
the object, we could have obtained it 
without such sacrifices as were in- 
volved in obedience to this law—with- 
out going to prison. without sustain- 
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conscientious in all that we have 
and that we have not been promp 
by a desire to use women for lustfal 
pu but to save them, to make 
them honorable, and to leave no mar- 
gin of women — to bo- 
come a prey to lust, so every 
woman in our land should have the 
of becoming a virtuous 
wife and an honored mother, loved 
and respected by all her offspring and 
by all her associates. .

to us tne spectacle of men destitute 
of high purpose, each striving for ad- 
vancement, or to keep himself in 
evidence before an admiring public. 


As for society itself, its tone is 
deplorable. Life at present, for a 
vast number of people, means one 
continual struggle on the part of 
members of one class to get into a 
class still higher, and that, not by a 
rightly directed ambition but by a 
lavish misuse of wealth, a display be- 
yond one’s means, a trick of aping the 
phrases, the silliest practices, even the 
worst faults, of a class supposed to be 
superior. And to secure the recog- 
nition of those above us, and gain 
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admission within their charmed cir- 
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cle, we must try to draw publicity 
on ourselves by extravagance, by 
sneering at old-fashioned principle, 
and by discounting plain good- 
ness, and meekn and humility. 
Women, discarding those qualities to 
which they owe their position in the 
past, and on the cultivation of which 
their true influence will ever depend 
must now-a-days do anything and 
everything to get their names talked 
about, their dress made the envy of 
rivals, their parties the rage, their 
scandals — of the town. “It 
is a great glory to a woman,” says 
Thucydides, ‘'to maintain the true 
excellence of her sex, and to have her 
name least talked about among the 
other sex whether in praise or blame.”

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


HamnUnd, Nov. 11.— A shocking tragedy has occurred in the village of Grossander, 
near this city. A boy of eight years of age threw a little girl of four into the water, and 
when the poor child tried to get out killed her by repeated blows on the head. 

It is announced by the Canadian Minister of Agriculture that the dominion Govern- 
ment will give a bonus of $10 to the head of each emigrant family taking farm lands in 
Manitoba and the North-west, and also a bonus of $7 for each member of the family over 
twelve. | 

Marshal Deodora da Fonseca has done away with the last vestige of slavery in Brazil. 
On the 28th of last month, the anniversary of the issue of the emancipation laws of 1871 
and 1885, hundreds of former slaves still undergoing long sentences under the exceptional 
law of the 10th of June, 1835, received a full amnesty. 


A frightful collision oceurred in the small hours of Nov. 10th, near Norton 
on the Great Western Railway. An express train from Plymouth, with the South Afri- 
can mails and a number of passengers, dashed at a speed of fifty miles an hour into the 
rear of a goods train, which was at the moment stationary, with the result that five com- 
partments of the express were telescoped outright, and several passengers were instantan- 
eously killed, while others owing the shattered woodwork catching fire from the engine; 
met a still more horible death. Altogether ten persons have lost their lives, while many 
others have received shocking injuries. The scene is described by eye-witnesses as of 
most heartrendering character. | 

Mapzm, Wednesday evening, Nov. 12.—A despatch just received here from Corunna 
brings the startling intelligence of the wreck of the British man-of-war Serpent, and the 
drowning of 247 of the officers and crew. The disaster occurred on Monday night, near 
the small coast town of Camarinas, in the old Spanish province of Galicia, about twenty 
miles north of Cape Finisterre. The Serpent had been driven somewhat out of her 
course by stormy weather, and when near the coast it is stated she got into a fog and 
struck on some outlying rocks before it was known that the peril was so near. The night 
was dark, and no help was obtainable from the shore. While on the rocks she was re- 
peatedly swept by tremendous seas, and the bluejackets were swept away sometimes in 
groups ; in fact, the meagre despatches so far to hand indicate that only three men out 
of 250 who were on board were saved. It is not known whether these survivors were 
officers or ordinary seamen, but the presumption is that if they were officers their names 
would have been mentioned. Up to the present only four bodies have been recovered, 
and they have not yet been identified. 8 ad 
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VARIOUS REASONS FOR APOS TAS. 
— 
THE question is frequently asked: If you Latter-day Saints are what 
vou claim to be, why is it that so many people have left the Church?” 
Without reflection, the answer might be expected to imply a weakness in 
the position of the Saints. In reality, however, the answer when under- 
| standingly given shows the strength of their position. 
It is no trifling thing to become a member of the Church of Christ. 
It is not simply a matter of a moment. It means the ordering of one’s 
life in a direction that requires a constant watch-care against evil, and a 
determined effort in the line of moral, physical and intellectual improve- 
ment—in fact, the living of a pure, industrious and progressive life. 
To simply take the first steps necessary to membership in the Church 
of Christ does not insure one a salvation. The gaining of a testimony of 
the truth of the divine work is not necessarily followed by a continuance 
in the faith. To retain membership in the Church of God, it is necessary 
to continually live so as to have the presence of the Holy Spirit, and that 
Spirit will not abide with an unholy person. There are sins which 
darken the mind to the light of divine inspiration, and unless people who 
ars guilty of them sincerely repent, showing by their after conduct that 
they have deeply repented, they will fall by the way, deserting the faith. 
The seed of truth falls, too, in different kinds of ground, as shown by 
the parable of the Savior. That which is not properly planted in good 
ground Withers away. Many people receive but a small portion of Gos- 
pel light, and do not take a course to develop that which they receive, 
and hence, when trials come, they are found wanting in the faith and 
integrity necessary to enable them to endure, and they apostatize. The 
proud and haughty, when guilty of wrong-doing, who will not humbly 
confess the error of their ways, become spiritually darkened and leave the 
faith. The influences which cause men and women to renounce their 
faith in the Gospel are numerous and some of them subtle. They should 
be guarded against with the greatest precaution. Faithful members in 
the Church cannot be too careful that they do not fellowship evil by fail- 
ing to deal, as the lawjof the Church directs, with the unrepentant sinner. 
The fact that so many people have left the Church during its career — 
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apap, the earth.in these last days, is a strong evidence in favor of its. 
vinity. Were the Church a man-made system, the evil influences 
referred to would not cause the separation of people from it. Thereis 
no harmony between the spirit of righteousness and that of wickedness.

THERE is no greater responsibility resting upon any people than that 
which rests upon the Latter-day Saints, for they are the recipients of the 
Everlasting Gospel which is being preached unto the world for a witness 
before the coming of the end.
